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The Trend 


IN THE UNITED STATES 


Business Activity for the 4 weeks ending August 19 was 
up 5 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, 17 per cent from 
the corresponding period of 1949 and for the first 7 months 
of the year was 8 per cent above last year, aecording to 
the New York Times Business Activity Index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period 
were up 14 per cent in July from June, 17 per cent from 
July 1949 and for the first 7 months of the year were 1 per 
cent below last year. 


Bank Debits outside New York City dropped 2 per cent 
in July from June, were 15 per cent above July 1949 and 
for the first 7 months of the year, were 8 per cent above 
last year. 

Salaries and Wages Income, seasonally adjusted, at 
annual rates, was up fractionally in July from June, was 
up 7 per cent from July 1949 and for the first 7 months of 
the year was 2 per cent above last year. Total personal 
income was up 1 per cent in July from June, 8 per cent 
from July 1949, and for the first 7 months of the year, was 
4 per cent above last year. 

Life Insurance Sales were down 1 per cent in July from 

June, but were 25 per cent above July 1949 and for the 
first 7 months of the year, were 11 per cent above last 
year. 
Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board Index dropped 1 per cent in July from June, 
was 21 per cent above July 1949 and for the first 7 months 
of the year was 7 per cent above last year. 

Electric Power Production was up fractionally in July 
from June, was up 13 per cent from July 1949 and for the 
first 7 months of the year was 10 per cent above last year. 

Steel Production dropped 3 per cent in July from June 
was 40 per cent above July 1949 and for the first 7 months 
of the year was 6 per cent above last year. The steel in- 
dustry operated at 95 per cent of capacity in July. 

Manufacturing Employment was up fractionally in July 
(Continued on page 2) 
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Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were up 1 per cent in July 
from June, 15 per cent from July 1949, and for the first 7 
months of the year, were 6 per cent above last year. 

Life Insurance Sales were up 1 per cent in July from 
June, 31 per cent above July 1949, and up 6 per cent for the 
first 7 months of the year as compared with last year. 

Agricultural Income was up 64 per cent in July from 
June, but was 1 per cent below July 1949, and for the first 
7 months of the year, was 1 per cent below last year. 

For the first 7 months of the year as compared with last 
year, income from meat animals was up 8 per cent but 
income from dairy products, grains, and poultry and eggs 
was down 1 per cent, 3 per cent and 25 per cent, re- 
spectively. 

Electric Power Production was down 1 per cent in July 
from June, but was 13 per cent above July 1949, and for 
the first 7 months of the year was 9 per cent above last 
year. 

Bituminous Coal Production dropped 20 per cent in July 
from June, but was 40 per cent above July 1949, and for 
the first 7 months of the year, was 13 per cent above last 
year. 

Retail Sales of independent dealers were up 1 per cent in 
July from June, 20 per cent from July 1949, and for the 
first 7 months of the year, were 7 per cent above last year. 

Department Store Sales were up 2 per cent in July from 
June, 31 per cent from July 1949, and for the first 7 months 
of the year, were 1 per cent above last year. 

Dyers and Cleaners’ Sales dropped 33 per cent in July 
from June, but were 1 per cent above July 1949, and for 
the first 7 months of the year, were 2 per cent below last 
year. 

New Passenger Car Registrations in 40 Ohio counties, 
dropped 8 per cent in July from June, but were 43 per cent 
above July 1949, and for the first 7 months of the year 
were 33 per cent above last year. 

New Truck Registrations in 40 Ohio counties, were up 
14 per cent in July from June.

from June, was up 8 per cent from July 1949 and 
for the first 7 months of the year was 1 per cent 
above last year. Pay rolls were up 1 per cent in July 
from June, 17 per cent above July 1949 and for the 
first 7 months of the year were 6 per cent above last 
year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of 
contracts awarded was up 6 per cent in July from 
June, was up 51 per cent from July 1949, and for the 
first 7 months of the year, was 53 per cent above 
last year. 

Retail Sales of independent dealers dropped 4 per 
cent in July from June, but were 27 per cent above 
July 1949 and for the first 7 months of the year were 
8 per cent above last year. 

Department Store Sales were up 1 per cent in July 
from June, 30 per cent above July 1949. 

Commodity Prices at wholesale were up 4 per cent 
in July from June, 6 per cent from July 1949, and 
for the first 7 months of the year, were 1 per cent 
below last year. 

Retail Food Prices were up 3 per cent in July from 
June, 4 per cent from July 1949 and for the first 7 
months of the year were 1 per cent below last year. 

Cost of Living was up 1 per cent in July from June, 
2 per cent from July 1949 and for the first 7 months 
of the year, was 1 per cent below last year.

Construction employment and 
pay rolls increased from June but decreased from 
July of last year. 

Retail sales in July increased 3 per cent from 
June and 27 per cent from July 1949. Retail food 
prices were up 4 per cent from June and 5 per cent 
from July 1949. 


DAYTON 


Total employment in July decreased fractionally 
from June and 9 per cent from July 1949 while total 
pay rolls increased 1 per cent and 21 per cent, re- 
spectively, for corresponding periods. Manufactur- 
ing and nonmanufacturing industries showed de- 
creases from June and increases from July of last 
year. 


July retail sales were up 16 per cent from June 


and 15 per cent from July 1949. Bank debits in-. 


creased 5 per cent from June and 23 per cent from 
July of last year. Industrial power consumption in- 
creased 2 per cent from June and 17 per cent from 
July 1949. 


TOLEDO 


Total employment decreased fractionally from 
June and 8 per cent from July 1949.

YOUNGSTOWN 


Total employment and total pay rolls in July 
showed increases from both the previous month and 
July 1949. Manufacturing and construction employ- 
ment showed similar changes. Nonmanufacturing 
employment decreased 5 per cent from July 1949. 


Retail sales in July increased 2 per cent from June 
and 40 per cent from July of last year. Industrial 
power consumption increased 3 per cent from June 
and 48 per cent from July of last year. 

The steel industry operating rate during July 
averaged 107 per cent of capacity, 1 point above the 
previous month and 40 points above July 1949. 
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The deflationary price trend, which generally, if only 
moderately, prevailed during the past two years, has been 
reversed since the outbreak in Korea. The increased 
military demands or the anticipation of increased military 
needs for the productive resources of the country at a 
time when the economy is already operating at high levels 
to satisfy civilian demands, has set in motion forces which 
have pushed prices up. First to respond were farm and 
food prices with industrial prices following shortly there- 
after. 


June 1950 from August 1948 


In June, 1950, shortly before the Korean crisis, whole- 
sale prices were down about 7 per cent from the postwar 
peak reached in August 1948. Grain prices were down 13 
per cent; livestock, 6 per cent; and meats, 18 per cent. 
Prices of products other than farm and foods were also 
down, for the most part, but were down less than farm 
and food product prices. Textile products were selling for 
9 per cent less. Cost of fuel and lighting material was 
down 3 per cent. Metal and metal product prices although 
up 1 per cent in June 1950 from August 1948 were down 
1 per cent from the peak reached in January 1949. Whole- 
sale prices of building materials were down 9 per cent and 
chemicals and allied products averaged 14 per cent less. 


July 1950 from June 1950 


Wholesale prices immediately rose following the Korean 
outbreak with farm and food prices leading the trend at 
the start. Wholesale prices of all commodities were up 4 
per cent in July from June 1950. Farm product prices rose 
more than 6 per cent but all farm prices did not increase 
to the same extent. Grain prices increased only 2 per cent 
while livestock prices advanced 9 per cent. Wholesale food

prices increased close to 8 per cent. Meat prices rose 
sharply—12 per cent. 

More moderate price rises occurred in commodities other 
than farm and food products. With the prospect of in- 
creased apparel needs for the expanding military, textile 
product prices increased close to 3 per cent. Only slight 
advances took place in the cost of fuel and lighting ma- 
terials as well as metals and metal products. Building 
material costs increased 1.5 per cent and chemical prices 
rose 3 per cent. 


RECENT WHOLESALE PRICE TRENDS 


August 1950 from July 1950 

A moderate reaction to the sharp rise in July from June 
occurred in the prices of farm and food products in August. 
Farm product prices fell 1.4 per cent in August from July.

Grain prices were down 2.7 per cent and livestock prices 
dropped 2.1 per cent. Meats were selling for 5 per cent less. 

The price situation of industrial goods, however, was 
quite different. Significant price rises occurred in August. 
Textile prices rose 6.4 per cent. Cost of fuel and lighting 
material as well as metal and metal products advanced 
only slightly, less than 1 per cent. Building material and 
chemical product prices spurted upward 5 per cent and 
4 per cent, respectively.

The net effect of the two-month (July and August) 
price experience was a 5 per cent increase in the whole- 
sale price of all commodities taken as a group (the drop 
from the postwar high was only 7 per cent) with farm

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prices increasing 5.5 per cent; food prices, 7.2 per cent; 
and industrial prices, 4 per cent. Notable among the 
industrials was the 9 per cent increase in textile product 
prices, and the 7 per cent increase in the price of both 
building materials and chemical products. 
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
